House Committee on Military Affairs In a 
report recommending s 1)111 for the retire- 
ment of non-commissioned ofllcers and 
enlisted men makes the following state- 
ments: 
Something Is needed to give 


greater stability und a bettor standing to 
the enlisted man In our military service. 
If lie could foul that he would have a 
proper provision for his old ago, ho 
would bo more likely to support the 
monotonous life of the service content- 
edly. Were such « provision made, it 
would RO far 
to make our 
military 


service an attractive one for respectable 
men, and In tills way to Ret rid of the 
disreputable characters who lake the first 
opportunity to desert. It Is scarcely 
necessary to say that desertion Is not 
only 11 great loss to tho Government In 
men, money and material, but It Is the 
source of .serious demoralization. 
The 


annual deserters from our army are be- 
tween 3,000 and 4,000, and any inniMiro 
that would lessen this number might well 
be considered an economical one. Hut 
beyond the question of economy stands 
that of justice, for It IH no more than just 
Unit tho soldier who has given all tho best 
years of his life to tho military service of 
the country should liavo some provision 
made for his old ago bcsldo tho present 
Soldier's Home, wiiere ho Is scperated 
from his family.
